Andas we are Ingaged in this common Caſe, under the Pro« 
reQion of the Prince of Orange ; by which means his Perſon may 
be expoſed te Dangers, and Deſperate, and Curſed Attempts 
of Papiſts, and other Bloody Men ; we do therefore ſolemnly 
Ingage both to God and one another ; that if any ſuch Ar- 
remprs are made upon him, we will perſue not only thoſe who 
make them, but all cheir Adherents, and all that we find in 
Arms againſt us, with the utmoſt Severity of a juſt Revenge 
to their Rum and Deſtrucion ; and that Execution of ſuch 
Attempts, which God of his Mercy forbid; ſhall not prevent 
us from Proſecuting this Canſe, which we now undertake, bur 
that it ſhall ingage us to carty it on, with all the Vigor that ſo 
Barbarous a Practice ſha}l deſerve. © 
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
